It was also the first AHS state team title 
in any sport since the spring of 1992, when 
the varsity baseball team earned the second 
of its back-to-back Division 1 crowns.

That story tells a lot of what 
you need to know about Bob 
McQuade, say co-workers. He 
was a man who was always his 
job, always in touch with his 
employees — and a guy who real- 
ly hated winter.

Although McQuade made a 
point to avoid the spotlight dur- 
ing his lauded career, firefighters 
were able to do two things few 
have ever done before — con- 
vince McQuade to change his 
mind, and accept a public honor.

“Because of who asked, I 
was very honored. My peers — 

I hold them in high esteem so I 

felt very good about it,” says 
McQuade. 

“T don’t like publicity much, so 
when they first mentioned it, it 
surprised me,” he says. “But then 
I got serious and based on who 
asked I accepted. If it was the 
politicians, I wouldn’t have done 
it, but it came from the ranks.” 

The ranks say they knew 
McQuade never would have 
attended a retirement party — 
and even a surprise party was out 
of the question. 

McQuade was too sharp, too on 
top of everything, for anyone to 
every slip that kind of surprise 
past him. 

The town learned that back in 
1991 when it tried to secretly 
rededicate the expanded water 
treatment plant in McQuade’s 
name. 

Wanting everything to go 
smoothly with the rededication, 
but not knowing it would be 
named after him, McQuade kept 
badgering people to produce a 
copy of the dedication program, 
says his wife. 

The workers involved had to 
keep making up excuses why the

Sewer rates going up 


Andover selectmen, acting as sewer 
commissioners, voted to increase the 
sewer rates for residents to $2.12 per 100 
cubic feet. According to Anthony Tor- 
risi, Andover’s finance director, the rate 
increase would add about $17 per year to 
the average household’s sewer bill or 
$1.40 per month. 

The increase is the first in the last 10 
years, Torrisi says, but adds that he 
expects the rate to go up again within 
the next few years to accommodate the 
cost of new sewer projects.

“He was a tough guy. He was demanding 
and you always knew where you stood with 
him,” says John Canavan, highway superin- 
tendent, echoing the words of nearly everyone 
interviewed for this article. 

“He’s like a top sergeant sometimes,” says 
Ruth McQuade, “and yet he did a career day at 
Sanborn School with second-graders and they 
loved it, so I guess he’s not that intimidating. I 
had to laugh. One little boy wrote a thank-you 
note and he wrote, ‘You must feed him a lot.’” 

Because of McQuade’s size and deep, boom- 
ing voice, many people are intimidated by him. 

Fire Lt. Jim Cuticchia grew up next door to 
Bob McQuade, and often swam in McQuade’s 
pool with his children during the summer. But 
when Bob McQuade returned home, the kids

But McQuade was not only in charge of road 
openings and acceptances, he also handled the 
roads themselves, the sewer and water lines 
beneath them and, his baby, the water treat- 
ment plant. 

“(Residents) probably should realize he’s 
one of the top sanitary professionals in the 
country. He was one of those guys who could 
look out into the future and see what the town 
needed before the town knew it needed it,” says 
John Polanno, water treatment plant superin- 
tendent, who worked with McQuade for 20 
years. “He certainly paid attention to a lot of 
details and made sure his staff was trained and 
not afraid to learn new technology.” 

When McQuade moved to town in the 1950s, 
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Andover residents lived in fear of 
water bans. Today, for the town to 
run out of water, says Canavan, 
“the Merrimack River will have to 

McQuade consulted regularly 
with Carrol Morrisi of MIT and 
Paul Singer of the University of 
North Carolina. 

“They’re top chemists and engi- 
neers, and I think Bob belongs in 
that category,” says Polanno. “Bob 
could have been in that group if he 
had gone in that direction.” 

Instead, McQuade came to work 
for Andover, and took over the 
public works department. 

“With him in charge of those 
areas, we had a hell of a bargain. 
He deserved a lot more than we 
gave him,” says Cuticchia. “Usual- 
ly you name things for people after 
they die. But the town named the 
treatment plant after him (back in 
1991). That says something.” 

However, many co-workers say 
that McQuade was not just inter- 
ested in pipes and asphalt, but in 
giving to the community. Bill 
Fahey, youth services director, 
remembers when he and a group 
of youth were called to meet with 
McQuade shortly after Fahey was 
hired. 

McQuade told them they could 
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have a youth center if they tried 
for it. 

“There was silence, because it 
was so quick. So he said, ‘Come on! 
Let’s hear what you want. Use 
your imagination. Do you want 
dirt bike trails around the park? 
What do you want?” says Fahey. 

“He didn’t smile at me when I 
walked into the meeting. But when 
I left that meeting I truly believed 
that I had met an advocate for 
young people,” he says. “He does- 
n't want to play games or have 20 
different meetings. He hates to 
waste time.” 

Yet McQuade also has a boister- 
ous sense of humor — and he’ll use 
it on anyone. 

“We're sitting in a staff meeting 
and the town manager brought up 
that he was going to do a national 
search (to fill a position),” says 
Deputy Fire Chief Chuck Mur- 
nane. “McQuade, in the way only 
he can do, pounded his chest and 
said, ‘Mother of God, Buzz, we did 
a national search for you and we 
found you down at the end of River 
Street (where he was the Wilming- 
ton town manager).’ Then he’d get 
up and he’d walk out. His favorite 
thing to do was to pound his chest, 
saying, ‘Mother of God!’ or ‘Stop it, 
Buzz, you're killing me!” 

But as outspoken as 
he could be at times, 
McQuade never talked 
about his numerous 
degrees, awards or 
accomplishments, say 
friends. He’s never 
even talked to his clos- 
est friends about how 
he felt when the water 
treatment plant was 
named after him. 
“You'd have to see the 
videotape. You could 
tell he was thrilled. 
Had he known, 
though, he wouldn't 
have shown up for the 
thing,” says Ruth 
McQuade. 

“He kept that kind 
of stuff to himself. He 
didn’t like to talk 
about his accomplish- 
ments,” says Canavan, 
who’s known 
McQuade since the 
1950s. “He let his work 
speak for him, and 
anybody who’s been in 
Andover at all knows 
what he’s done for the 
town.” 

Canavan probably 
knows better than 
most, as he was often 
on the other end of 
phone calls’ from 
McQuade once the 
snow started flying. 

“As soon as we got a 
forecast, he’d be call- 
ing from then until the 
snow came. He’d call 
us two or three times 
before the storm to 
check that we were 
prepared. Once the 
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snow started, he’d call every half hour. 
He’d be out there himself some nights. 

“His favorite thing to say was, ‘Call me 
at 4 a.m. so I can warn the school superin- 
tendent,” he says. “But it was good to 
have him there, because he was never 
afraid to make a quick decision and he 
wanted to be involved all the way. 

“He was like that about everything 
that happened in town. He wanted to be 
involved. He’d hear about a fire and he’d 
jump in his car to see what he could do,” 
says Canavan. 

McQuade also wanted to make sure 
firefighters didn’t unnecessarily open 
hydrants and leave people with brown 
water for a few days. 

“You'd rather beat a fire out with a 
broom than deal with one of his 
hydrants,” says Murnane. “Sometimes 
we'd almost have to beg him. He was 
very protective of his water system. 

“But he has a bigger heart than any- 
body in town. He just does so much,” he 
Says. “Some of the guys who have had 
personal tragedies in the department, he 
was always there for them, no matter 
what it was.” 

Sunday, the town will be there for 
him, whether or not there’s snow on the 
ground. But if there is snow, there might 
be bags under the grand marshal’s eyes. 
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McQuade figures he’ll still sit up all 
night through the first several storms. 

“T doubt I'll be able to sleep,” says Bob 
McQuade. “It’s habit, and it’s just that 
I'm not in charge now. It will take some 
getting used to.” 

For both McQuade, and — from what 
his peers say — for the town itself. 

“It was a 24-hour-a-day, seven-days-a- 
week job for him, and you don’t find 
many people who will be that dedicat- 
ed,” says Canavan.

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Kids give new driver law mixed reviews

While the police chief and 
schools superintendent have 


voiced strong support for the 
Junior Operator’s Law that for- 
bids new, young drivers from dri- 
ving with their friends for six 
months (“The law is the law,” 
Townsman, Nov. 18), teens’ opin- 
ions about the law swerve from 
one end of the road to the other. 

Not all of those who recently 
received or will soon get their 
license see the law as an unneces- 
sary burden. However, most teens 
say that the majority of kids in 
their age group do ignore the law. 

“T know a lot of people who just 
got their license and they drive 
their friends,” says Josh Slovin, of 
Fairway Drive, a high school stu- 
dent. 

Dustin Shea, of Weathersfield 
Drive, just got his license about a 
month ago and says, “Most kids 
are probably not obeying it, and a 
lot of kids’ parents don’t make 
them. I don’t know many people 
who do follow it.” 

Shea says he is one of the peo- 
ple who do, because his parents 
insist on it.

ver, he says he hasn’t seen a lot of 
peer pressure from friends trying 
to force him to give them rides. 

“My parents would be pretty 
upset if they found out I was dri- 
ving people, so people understand 
that,” he says. 

But that doesn’t mean he likes 
the new law. 

“T don’t see how it’s going to 
help much with safety,” says 
Shea. “I guess young drivers are 
more likely to get in more acci- 
dents. That’s what the statistics 
say. But it’s pretty disappointing.” 

Slovin says that he is also dis- 
appointed that once he’s done 
preparing for his license he will 
still have to wait to drive with his 
friends. 

As long as new drivers are not 
speeding or otherwise driving 
recklessly, he believes they 
should be able to drive with other 
kids. 

“T understand why they do it,” 
says Slovin, “but I feel when you 
get your license, you should be 
responsible.” 

Valerie Berlinghieri, an 
Andover High freshman, on the 
other hand, calls the law a good 
idea.

“I think a lot of kids are irre- 
sponsible and need to get more 
experience.

“They need time to get used to 
it before they get distracted by 
friends,” says Lea Campbell, 
another freshman with a year or 
two to wait for her license.

Major and Teichert have said they 
are in favor of creating more fields in 
the pit, with Major speaking on the 
subject at 1998 Town Meeting. 

However, at that time, Robb called 
building fields in the gravel pit “the 
wrong solution,” because the gravel 
pit was the most expensive piece of 
town land on which to build, he said. 

Residents approved $138,000 to 
study improvements to Rec Park and 
its gravel pit at 1998 Town Meeting.

for their own trash pickup, but 
also make donations to town and 
support town events including 
more than two-thirds of the 
events planned by the Millenni- 
um Committee. 

Greg Doyle, of Doyle Lumber 
in West Andover, says he has 
trouble competing with larger 
hardware stores in New Hamp- 
shire that require no sales tax, 
or stores in North Reading that 
have no tax classifications. 

Shifting the tax burden onto 
the few business owners rather 
than the many residents in town 
“is just far too easy to do, and 
it’s just not right,” Doyle said. 

Doyle is the third generation 
of the Doyle family to own Doyle 
Lumber, incorporated in 1963 
but founded in the mid-’40s by 
his grandfather. 

“Ultimately, I’d like to see the 
board move toward eliminating 
tax classification. Then the 
board wouldn’t be making this 
decision at all. It pits residents 
against business owner,” Doyle 
said. 

Selectman Lori Becker, also a 
local merchant, cautioned board 


members about raising the rates 
on business and industry, citing 
increasing appeal and cheaper 
rates in Methuen and Lawrence. 

“T feel like we’re spending a 
lot of money in this town,” Beck- 
er said, adding that she worries 
that Andover depends too much 
on its businesses to pay for nec- 
essary town services. 

The current tax rate is $15.17 
per $1,000 of valuation for resi- 
dents, $21.74 for commercial 
business and industry. 

The town earns 69 percent of 
the tax levy from residents, 14 
percent from commercial busi- 
ness, 14 percent from industry 
and personal property, and 2.5 
percent from tax on business’ 
personal property, according to 
chief assessor Bruce Symmes 

The tax classification deter- 
mines what percentage of the 
tax levy comes from each class 
of taxpayer. 

Selectmen closed the public 
hearing Monday, and plan to 
vote on the tax classification at 
their next meeting Nov. 29. 

Symmes plans to _ release 
information about the Fiscal 
Year 2000 property valuation 
changes within the next few 
weeks. Unofficially, Andover 
property values are up by 
$394,718,535, Symmes said. 


Cable rates headed up again

$1.76 per month, is the second in 
two years.

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Andover trail Bate ab complete the — link

Andover volunteers completed the 
missing link of the Bay Circuit Trail in 
Andover last week, building a board- 
walk through a swampy area off 
Korinthian Way. 

Until now, hikers walking the Bay 
Circuit Trail, which runs in an arc from 
Plum Island on the North Shore to 
Kingston Bay on the South Shore, had a 
partly undefined path to follow through 
Andover. 

Andover Trails Committee members 
slogged through the mud along Korinthi- 
an Way this weekend to complete a 
boardwalk between Korinthian Way and 
Salem Street. Of the 16 miles of Bay Cir- 
cuit Trail running through Andover, 
this is the only stretch of trail that ran 
through private property, says Steve 
Golden of the Andover Trails Commit- 
tee. 

The path has been slightly redirected 
to cross a section of wetlands owned by 
the town’s Conservation Commission. It 
runs along the Slug River, and connects 
to the AVIS Hammond Reservation and 
a portion of the Bay Circuit Trail in 
Harold Parker State Forest, Golden says. 

Korinthian Way resident Evelyn 
Bunker says she’s had problems with 
kids partying in the woods behind her 
home, but not with hikers. She hopes the 
trail will help keep out rowdy tres- 
passers. 

“It’s exciting. It looks very nice,” she 
says.

form built for viewing the area. In the 
spring, Golden says, a split-log walking 
bridge or “floating bog bridge” will be 
built over the marsh out to Salem Street. 
The boardwalk is designed to have a 
minimal effect on the wetlands, Golden 
says. Rather than building it of wood 
treated with preservatives that leak into 
the wetland and contaminate it, the 
walkway is built from “Trek,” a compos- 
ite of wood fiber and recycled plastic. 
The walkway is anchored over the wet- 
land by narrow metal posts driven into 
the ground at a l15degree angle, a 
method that won't affect the environ- 
mentally sensitive area, he says.

100-year floods more fre

A proposed apartment and office 
complex on the Shawsheen River has 
prompted residents to call for redefini- 
tion of the area’s flood plain, saying that 
current guidelines don’t accurately 
reflect how much the Shawsheen water- 
shed floods. 

“We believe these numbers are 
dated,” says Patrick Robbins, who spoke 
against the development of the Powder 
Mill Square project at a recent Conser- 
vation Commission meeting. Robbins 
and neighbors of the proposed project 
say if the guidelines for flooding in the 
area used by engineers of the project 
and town officials aren’t updated, they 
will allow a project to be built that 
would create more flooding. 

“We believe there will be an increase 
in impervious cover, which causes an 
increase in flooding,” says Bob Rossi of 
the Shawsheen River Watershed Associ- 
ation. 

The project must be 
designed to accommo- 
date flood waters up to 
a “100-year-flood,” or 
the amount of flooding 
from a storm likely to 
occur once every 100 
years. 

As_ proposed, the 
office building would 
be built over the river, 
and the bottom floor of 
its parking garage 
would be designed to 
hold flood water dur- 
ing such a storm. 

Residents say 
guidelines that define 
the 100-year-flood 
aren’t accurate 
because the amount of 
impervious surface 
around the watershed 
in surrounding towns 
has increased since 
the maps were pro- 
duced 10 years ago. 
Since there is less 
unpaved ground along 
the river to absorb 
water, more water 
flows into the river 
during heavy storms, 
flooding areas down 
stream, residents say. 

Linda Cleary, 
Andover conservation 
agent, says develop- 
ment could be a factor 
in how much the area 
floods. 

“Tt just makes sense 
that development 
upstream in the flood 
plain area could 
change what happens 
downstream,” she 
says.

A map update costs FEMA about 
$40,000 to study a 3 or 4-mile area of 
stream, Goetz says. A more involved 
restudy of a watershed area could take 
up to a year and a half, he says. 

“We basically have to see how much 
the property is at risk, and whether the 
cost (of the study) would equal the bene- 
fit,” he says. 

“Increased development may add 
pressure in those areas that would lead 
a community to ask us to do a study, but 
we have to prioritize our information,” 
he says. 

The application process puts other 
watershed areas in competition with 
coastal communities that show repeti- 
tive losses from floods over the years, 
Goetz says. 

“It’s up to the community to make as

vote on whether or not to extend the Stapczyns- 
ki’s contract for another five years. 

Larsen prefaced his comments with praise 
for Stapczynski as a person, and added that 
since he doesn’t plan to run for reelection, if 
the board decides to seek a new town manager, 
Larsen himself will not be involved in the 
process. 

Larsen said he was more dissatisfied with 
the way Stapczynski does things, rather than 
what he does. He said some board members 
and department heads sometimes have doubts 
about where the town manager stands on 
issues. 

“His oblique, non-confrontative style was a 
concern,” Larsen said. 

Larsen interprets manager’s “non-direc- 
tive” style as bureaucratic and lacking vision. 

“The question is, is he what we need at this 
time?” Larsen said. “In my view, we are in 
need of a builder,” he said. 

Becker agrees that Stapczynski does not pre- 
sent his vision to the town. 

“Buzz has trouble saying ‘no’ to people,” 
Becker said after the meeting. 

In some cases, his eagerness to please is an 
advantage, but in the grand scheme of things, 
leaves department heads jockeying or dis- 
cussing among themselves what the town’s 
decisions should be, she said. 

“Whose priority list are we going by?” Beck- 
er said. 

Hess said he believes Stapczynski has a 
ideas about what the town needs, but lets oth- 
ers take the lead. “I think he has a vision, but I 
don’t think he articulates it,” Hess said. 

Hess added that he believes this board of 
selectmen takes a more activist approach than 
those of the past, but when Larsen leaves office 
this spring, Hess himself will be the most 
senior member of the board, with just three 
years of experience. 

“The town manager has to be able to guide 
us,” Hess said.

good a case as it can to get us the benefit/cost 
ratio,” he says. 

A new FEMA program allows watershed 
communities to help pay for studies and 
donate expertise, a method that helps projects 
get done much more quickly, Goetz says, but 
communities with many experts are likely to 
be found in the Midwest, where county plan- 
ners can be made available to work with 
FEMA, he says. 

A restudy of an area could show that the 
amount of rainfall that once produced a 100- 
year-flood, or a flood that has a 1-percent 
chance of occurring every year, may under 
current conditions create a 50-year flood, 
Goetz says. 

“As development increases, you get more 
runoff in the entire basin, especially if com- 
munities don’t practice good storm-water 
management. All the water goes right into the 
stream,” he says. 

Andover Conservation Commission Chair- 
man Paul Finger says it’s the incremental 
changes in the watershed over time that have 
compounded into today’s situation. 

“There’s no question at all that the flood 
plain (maps) are not necessarily that accu- 
rate. But it’s a very long and detailed study 


Stapczynski said he would like to discuss 
the definition of “vision” with selectmen. 

He said he thought the evaluation was fair 
overall, but asked to be evaluated on his 
accomplishments rather than his traits. 

The areas in which he rated highly, such as 
staff choice, budget preparation and produc- 
tion of the CIP (Capital Improvement Plan), 
were well defined tasks, Stapczynski said. 
Areas where he received a lower rating were 
planning, vision and leadership. 

“That's where it gets a little squishy. There 
needs to be some dialogue,” he said. 

The manager said he felt it was clear accord- 
ing to the Town Charter that it was selectmen’s 
job to set policy and the town manager’s job to 
administer those policies. 

“T think I’m following the Town Charter to 
the letter of the law. It’s almost a class edict. 
That battle was fought in the ’70s,” he said. 

He adds that his vision of what the town 
needs is evident in the materials he produces, 
like the CIP, but he said he wants to discuss 
specifically what selectmen mean by vision. 

“I guess Larry’s definition of vision is broad 
and more expansive. He may want me to take a 
chance or a risk, but I’m not really a risk-taker. 
After all it’s public money,” he said after the 
meeting. 

Hess said he agreed that the evaluation 
process needed more objective measures and 
less personal opinion. 

“T felt that hampered the evaluation — that 
we didn’t properly define how we should mea- 
sure things in advance,” Hess said. 

Major praised the manager for the rise of 
other town leaders and expansion of their 
departments such as public safety departments 
and youth services. He also credited the man- 
ager for taking the “negatives” of the high 
school project and “turning them into strong 
positives.” 

French asked Stapczynski for “more aggres- 
sive follow up” on some issues, hoping for a 
quicker response from some town depart- 
ments, but praised the manager for his man- 
agerial style. 

“IT believe the participatory management 
(style) has been good for the town,” she said. 


that won’t be happening in the immediate 
future. That’s why we encourage in new regu- 
lations to bring water back into the ground,” 
Finger says. 

State wetlands bylaws, which took effect in 
the mid ’80s, were the state’s first attempts to 
begin undoing the damage done by water- 
shed-related development up to that point. 

“Andover, I think, was in the forefront of 
requiring more from the Conservation Com- 
mission, but many communities didn’t,” he 
says. 

In addition to handling changes all over 
the watershed by enforcing state and local 
bylaws, Finger says he believes the commis- 
sion needs to examine the bylaws reviewed 
by the Planning Board and the Conservation 
Commission. 

Not all proposed projects require approval 
from the Planning Board and the Conserva- 
tion Commission, he says. If a project is not 
proposed for a wetland area, it is only 
reviewed by the Planning Board, Finger says. 

The Planning Board requires that new 
development does not increase the rate of 
runoff produced by a new project, but does 
not address any increase in the volume of 
water, Finger says. 

A storm-water management plan would 
address both, Finger says.

Early morning maestro — Race organizer Dave McGillivray has to get 


up with the birds to conduct his Turkey Day business.

As Feaster Five race director Dave 
McGillivray stumbles out of bed at the 
ungodly hour of 3:15 a.m. Thanksgiving 
morning, you’d think he’d have a lot of 
work ahead of him. You’d be wrong. 

That’s because, by Thanksgiving Day, 
McGillivray has already been working 
for months to make sure there is little left 
for him to do. 

Sure, McGillivray is responsible for 
pleasing more than 7,000 runners and 
walkers expected at the race again this 
year. But he says that, by race day, his 
role is to sit back and watch the hundreds 
of volunteers make the race come togeth- 
er. After 12 years on the job, many of 


these volunteers have it down pat. 


“Everyone has a role. I carry a manual 
with me and I check off each thing as it’s 
done,” says McGillivray. “The race direc- 
tor is akin to the conductor of an orches- 
tra. I shouldn’t pick up an instrument; it 
should work harmoniously. If ’'m run- 
ning around, then I didn’t do a good job 
planning this thing.” 

But McGillivray, the Boston Marathon 
organizer, still insists on being at the 
Feaster extra early to make sure there’s 
not a cone out of place. 

“I have this whole thing that I have to 
always be the first person there, and I 
have to always be the last person there if 
I'm directing the event,” he says. “All you 
need is for one car to park in the wrong 
place or one vendor to set up in the 
wrong area and the whole thing starts 
coming apart at the seams.” 

So, as the sun rises and the minutes 
tick by, the Feaster Five will take shape 
under his watchful eye. What follows is 
some of what McGillivray sees before, 
during and after hungry runners strap 
on their bibs and attack the Feaster. 

AROUND 5 A.M., key staff will join 
McGillivray at Brickstone Square, the 
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site of the finish line. Within a half hour 
they will begin dressing the course by 
placing cones, signs and banners. 

BY 5:30 A.M., all communications 
will be checked. 

AT 6 A.M., just as Christmas music 
begins to flow from the course speakers, 
Feaster creatures begin stirring around 
town. This is particularly true in some of 
Andover’s larger households. The more 
runners and walkers who must get ready, 
the earlier the alarm. 

The Spurrs, of Lucerne Drive, have 12 
people doing the race this year, and that’s 
down from previous years. 

“Somebody plays the Rocky music in 
the house. We get everyone out of bed. It 
is the main event,” says Bonnie Spurr. 
“With that many people in the house 
there’s usually mattresses all over the 
place, so you can’t sleep late.” 

For the Spurrs, and many others, the 
Feaster is a family affair (see story, page 
29). A pair of 2-year-old twins too young to 
walk will be wheeled along the course, 
while Spurr’s 3-year-old niece will be run-

“My father just e-mailed me. He’s got a 
brand new pair of shoes for the race,” 
says Spurr.

BY 6:30 A.M., some volunteers are 
undoubtedly looking forward to digging 
into the piping hot bagels just delivered 
by Perfecto’s Cafe. To cook the thousands 
of bagels eaten each race, owner Max 
Gabriello must wake up even earlier than 
McGillivray. Some years he’s started 
baking at 12:30 a.m. 

AT 7 A.M., registration will officially 
begin. Water stations will be set up BY 
7:30. 

Andover’s Frank Flanigan, who this 
year will assist with the kids race, is one 
of those who has given out water for 
years, along with students from St. 
Augustine School. 

“Not only do they get a shirt, but they 
seem to have a really good time. Not only 
do they look for people they know run- 
ning the race, but runners look for 
them,” he says. “I look for a lot of people 
that I know, a lot of people who I play golf 
with, or my son’s friends or my daugh- 
ter’s friends who run it. 

“You want to give something back, 
and it’s a good time,” he says. “Every- 
body comes home for Thanksgiving. 
That’s one of the big days. If you have 
time when it’s over, you can run over and 
watch the football game, so it works out 
pretty well. 

But, by this time of morning, people 
aren't thinking of high school football. 
Their eyes are focused on a much 
younger breed of athlete. 

That’s because AT 8 A.M., several 
hundred kids are storming Main Street 
for the start of the kids one-kilometer 
race. 

BY 8:15 A.M., the kids race is over, 
and the Dixieland musicians who enter- 


tain the runners and walkers at the adult 
races are taking their places along the 
road. 

Getting together is a treat for the 16 or 
so players who appear each year, says 
organizer and tuba player Pierre 
LeMieux. “A lot of these musicians don’t 
see each other like this except on Thanks- 
giving morning. For instance, tuba play- 
ers never see each other, because you 
only need one tuba per band,” he says. 

“We visit a bit until about 815 am., 
and then we get in our cars,” he says. 
“Their instructions are when you see the 
runners coming, start playing. When the 
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By 8:45 a.m., the race has thinned 
out, with many walkers raising 
money for one of two charities. 


runners stop coming it’s time to go home 
and cook the turkey.” 

The players will see the first runners 
SOME TIME AFTER 8:30 A.M., 
when the race begins. Four tuba, four 
banjo, and several clarinet, trombone and 
trumpet players will line the course. 

“We don’t know how to get a piano out 
there or we would,” says LeMieux.

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FEASTER FIVE ROAD RACE

After a couple of somewhat bumpy years, the always 
popular Feaster Five road race looks as if it’s found solid 
footing. 

“This thing has settled in. It’s not necessarily an 
international event, or a national event, it’s a regional 
event. But it’s strong and it’s a family event and that’s 
what it should be,” says race director Dave McGillivray. 

Since the $70,000- to $80,000-per-year sponsor Mar- 
shalls pulled out of sponsoring the race several years 
ago, Feaster organizers have had to make some difficult 
decisions about its future. 

McGillivray says the Feaster stopped giving out 
gloves and paying to have the race televised on ESPN. 
Much more importantly, during the past two years, the 
lauded Merrimack Valley Striders running club also did 
not designate any of its entry fee money for Lazarus 
House, a homeless shelter, or for its new charity, Home 
Health VNA, a visiting nurses association. 

Although the Striders ultimately donated about 
$7,000 to charities last year, it could not guarantee such 
a sum before the race because it had to make sure it 
could pay all its bills, says McGillivray. 

But this year, with new sponsor Smith & Nephew 
Dyonics joining the Eagle-Tribune, McGillivray sees the 
race on much steadier financial ground. He also believes 
that in its twelfth year the Feaster has figured out what 
kind of race it should be. 

“I think 7,000 people is a very healthy number. Much 


Turning a corner — With its new sponsor, the 
Feaster can focus more on elements such as 
its kids race and charitable components. 
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more than that changes the whole event, and I'm not 
saying that would necessarily be good or necessarily be 
bad,” says McGillivray. “But 7,000 is the optimum num- 
ber based on this event and this venue for what we’ve 
planned for — and we're right on target for it.” 

The addition of Smith & Nephew could also mean 
good things for the charities associated with the race. 

Smith & Nephew has formed a fund-raising team 
that’s raising pledge money for Lazarus House and 
Home Health VNA. Vice president of operations Hooks 
Johnston says he hopes to encourage other Andover 
businesses to form corporate teams.

“Think about it. If one company can get 50 runners to 
raise $100 each, that’s $5,000. How many companies of 
that size do business in Andover? Twenty? Twenty five?

Helping themselves, helping others 

Workers at both Lazarus House and Home Health 
VNA will also raise money for their organizations by 
walking or running the race, as do many residents. 

Jean Seero, of High Plain Road, is one of several 
Home Health VNA employees who will plan to walk or 
run the event. 

“There’s probably about 30 of us who are doing it. I 
think it’s a good cause, and it’s also fun,” she says. “All 
of us are going around to as many people as we can, 
because that’s how we keep some programs running.” 

Proceeds of the Home Health VNA pledge program 
will serve uninsured or underinsured patients through- 
out the Merrimack Valley and Southern New Hamp- 
shire, especially seniors and teen mothers with new- 
borns at-risk, say VNA officials. 

With much at stake, the VNA teams say they hope to 

“It’s gotten to the point where we lose money on near- 
ly every single visit we do,” says Seero. 

“There’s a lot of worthy causes and people in need, 
and we do this to take care of our patients,” she says. 
“Unfortunately, with the Medicaid and Medicare cuts, 
reimbursement rates do not pay the cost of the visit, and 
we must depend on fund raising to pay for the cost of 
visiting the patients. The Feaster Five keeps us afloat.” 


New sponsor Smith & Nephew joins Feaster family

For several years, Hooks Johnston 
has watched thousands of people 
sprint, huff, stroll or wheeze past his 
house on the way to the Feaster Five 
finish line. This year, for the first time, 
it will be his turn to stroll — or to 
wheeze. 

Like several other employees at 
Andover’s Smith & Nephew Dyonics, 
Johnston will enter his first Feaster to 
help raise money for Lazarus House 
and Home Health VNA. 

Thanks to the interest of new presi- 
dent Ron Sparks, Smith & Nephew has 
become a sponsor of the 1999 Feaster 
Five. Johnston indicates he’s been hun- 
gry for his company to dig into the 
Feaster for some time. 

“We've had a little change in our 
company policy. We were not as active 
in the community before our new pres- 
ident (was named),” says Johnston, the 
company’s vice-president of opera- 
tions. “I had been lobbying for this in 
past years without success, but he was 
more amenable to it.” 

Johnston says there are a couple of 
reasons for Smith & Nephew to join the 
Feaster family. First, it’s time that 
more of Andover knew about a compa- 
ny in town that sells millions in med- 
ical equipment each year, he says. 

“We employ a little less than 500 peo- 
ple in Andover and nobody knows 


about it,” says Johnston. 

It also makes sense that a medical- 
equipment company would want its 
name better known by people who 
pound their bodies on a regular basis. 

“I was joking with (race organizer) 
Dave McGillivray that we have 8,000 
people wearing out their (knees) and we 
want to encourage that,” kids Johnston. 

And this year, about 30 Smith & 
Nephew employees themselves will be 
wearing out their knees to help raise 
money for charity. 

“We have walkers and runners, and 
the list keeps on growing,” says Gayle 
Denoncourt, human resources admin- 
istrator, who will run the Feaster for 
the first time herself. Denoncourt lives 
in Derry, N.H., and says her husband, 
Jim, grew up in Andover. 

“Tm looking forward to running it. 
This is going to be an exciting time,” 
she says. “During the holidays, we’re 
very fortunate because we do have fam- 
ilies and we do have food on the table. 
(By running the Feaster,) you realize 
you're not only having a good time but 
you're helping a good cause.” 

However, as is the case with many 
other participants, not every Smith 
employee running the race will be run- 
ning the race. The company has two 
groups, the Road Runners and the 
Walking Warriors.

When 10-year-old Brian Spurr was feeling ill last week, 
he asked the doctor if he’d be OK for Thanksgiving. Brian 
wasn’t worried about missing out on turkey, or football or 
even pumpkin pie. 

He wanted the doctor to assure him he’d be able to run 
in the Feaster Five, says Brian’s mom, Bonnie Spurr. 

Brian and his 12-year-old brother, Greg, are among the 
dozens, if not hundreds, of Andover youth who have gradu- 
ated from running the kids one-kilometer race to running 
a five-mile jaunt like the rest of their families. 

“It’s like a tradition. Every year we do it,” says Greg. 

The race is such a part of the Spurrs’ Thanksgiving Day 
that Greg says he can’t imagine Thanksgiving without it, 
“because every Thanksgiving that I can remember some- 
one ran in the race.” This year, 12 members of the Spurr 
clan will run the Feaster. 

Both Greg and his brother rate the race higher than 
even the Thanksgiving turkey. 

“I really look forward to it every year,” says Brian. “I 
like that the best out of the whole thing.” 

“It would probably be second or first. It’s pretty fun,” 
says Greg. 

“It started as just the adults doing the Feaster. But I 
think the first year that (Feaster co-founder) Bill Penning- 
ton started with the kids race my kids were involved,” says 
Bonnie Spurr. “I think they just wanted to get involved 
with it because they saw how much fun the adults had 
with this race. It’s just infectious.” 

Brian remembers running his first kids race when he 
was 5, with his Uncle Rich. 

“It was pretty good, because there wasn’t too much run- 
ning uphill. It was mostly downhill. And I ran with my 
uncle for the first time and that was really fun,” says 
Brian. “He lives in New York. Every year he comes down 
to do the Feaster Five.” 

“The whole family gets involved. We’ve been doing this 
for eight or nine years. This is the big event for Thanksgiv- 
ing, to come here and do the Feaster Five race,” says 
Spurr. 

Those family members who have to miss even a single 
race can react as Bonnie Spurr’s sister did this year. 

“My sister said, ‘Don’t even talk with me on Thanksgiv- 
ing,’ because she’s upset she won’t be here for the darn 
race,” says Spurr. 

Because of the kids race “the whole family can partici- 
pate. To have the little kids out there, and the whole town 
cheering for them is just a great experience,” she says.

Welsch began competing 10 years ago in 
athletic events, despite his doctors telling him he’d 
never walk again after his left leg was amputated 
just above the knee due to a motorcycle accident. 

Since then he has participated in major athletic 
events, including four Boston Marathons. In 1998, 
Marathon organizers said his previous race time 
was too slow to run again, and Welsch created a 
new division for mobility-impaired participants. 

This year, he was one of the first physically- 
handicapped athletes to participate in the 28-mile 
Manhattan Island Marathon swim, the longest 
annually organized swim in the world.

Delivered 175 to 200 babies 
a year at Lawrence General 
and Holy Family hospitals 


Dr. Michael J . Arakelian, 90, of 
Méthuen died Tuesday, Nov. 16, at 
the home of his sisters in Andover. 

Dr. Arakelian was born and raised 
in Lawrence and graduated from 
Lawrence High in 1926. He graduated 
from the University of Kansas Med- 
ical School during the height of the 
Depression and worked at St. Paul’s 
Hospital in Chicago until 1935, and at 
the former Bessie Burke Hospital in 
Lawrence from 1935 to 1937. He began 
private practice in Lawrence in 1937 
and moved to Methuen in 1957. The 
general practitioner closed his office 
in 1978 on his 70th birthday. 

Through the years he was a school 
physician for the city of Lawrence 
and a substitute physician at Gillette 
Corp. in Andover. 

After he retired he assisted other 
doctors in surgery, worked weekends 
at Martha’s Vineyard Hospital and 
was the physician on staff at Broad- 
way Nursing Home. 

Dr. Arakelian was appointed to the 
staff at Lawrence General Hospital in 
1946 and to the staff of Bon Secours, 
now Holy Family Hospital, in 1950.

Dr. Arakelian was present- 
ed a Presidential Citation by Dr. Jack 
Evgy, president of Massachusetts 
Medical Society on Nov. 5.

What’s in a coat of paint? 

Well, if you’re the local McDonald’s 
franchise, it could be a bit of grief from 
the local garden club. 

Andover Garden Club president 
Frances Wheeler recently sent a letter 
to the company’s regional field service 
manager, Steven Swanson, complain- 
ing about “the garish color scheme in 
which Andover’s McDonald’s, as well 
as many others, was recently painted.” 

The buildings in the region now 
have bright red roofs, with bright yel- 
low and white on the sides. 

A McDonald’s spokeswoman in the 
company’s regional office in Westwood, 
who declined to be identified, says the 
color scheme was a joint decision by 
the various owners in the area, and 


McDonald's colors have garden club seeing red 


that the feedback on it has been mixed. 

“We’ve had some complaints,” she 
says, “but we’ve also had some very 
positive feedback.” 

She says the new colors are just part 
of an entire package of improvements, 
including landscaping and improved 
food service. But she acknowledges 
that the word “garish” has come up 
regularly. 

Wheeler, in her letter, goes beyond 
that as well. 

“The carnival-like colors your corpo- 
ration has painted its outlet here are 
completely out of harmony with 
Andover’s visual character. They are 
brash and unwelcome in this historic 
New England town, and most certainly 
do not convey a positive corporate 


image,” she wrote. 

“We urge you to review this ill-con- 
sidered decision and to redecorate the 
restaurant in a more appropriate style, 
thereby stemming the loss of goodwill 
that is now eroding McDonald’s stand- 
ing in our community.” 

The McDonald’s spokeswoman says 
she knows of no plans to change the col- 
ors, now that the work is done. And she 
says that is not a decision that Swanson 
would make anyway. “That would be 
within the real estate department,” she 
says, “and I haven’t heard of any 
changes planned.” 

Wheeler says she hasn’t heard back 
from Swanson, but says since she used 
regular mail, “I wouldn’t necessarily

Merrimack __ Valley Conference 
archrival Chelmsford, was a distant 
runner-up with 199.5 points. 

The 285 points were the most 
scored by a state swim and dive 
champ in almost a decade, and the 
wide victory margin (85.5 points) was 
the most since perennial titlist Acton- 
Boxboro defeated runner-up Chelms- 
ford by 88 points (237-149) in 1996. 

South Sectional powerhouse 
Duxbury was third this year with 136 
points, MVC member Notre Dame 
Academy of Tyngsboro fourth (100), 
Bishop Feehan fifth (96) and eight- 
time defending champ A-B finished 
sixth (90 points). 

There were 351 swimmers repre- 
senting 42 Massachusetts schools, 
including more than 20 full teams, at 
the season-ending meet. 

“We were all a little worried about 
Duxbury,” said Holly Boucher. “We 
didn’t know how good they were 
because they’re in the south.” 

“We're always a little scared 
before a meet,” said Sally Brown.

Freshman 14-year-old Olympic 
hopeful Connie won the 100-yard but- 
terfly (55.52 seconds) and 100 back- 
stroke (56.23), breaking her own 
week-old state records in both races. 

Sister Sally, a 15-year-old sopho- 
more, emerged as a double state 
champion in the 200 freestyle (1:52.43) 
and 500 free (5:04.16). 

The incomparable pair fattened 
their resumes by also swimming on 
victorious 200 medley and 400 free

relays that shattered the existing 
state records. 

Connie produced a blistering 
50.50-second anchor leg for the 400 
team, a time that would have eclipsed 
the state 100 free mark had she com- 
peted in that event. The relay time of 
3:32.87 was almost three full seconds 
better than the meet record of 3:35.49 
Chelmsford swam last year and the 
3:35.35 AHS posted at the recent 
North Sectionals. 

Freestyle sprint specialist Holly 
Boucher swam on both relays and 
won two individual events, capturing 
the state title in both the 50 free 
(24.18) and 100 free (52.45). 

In the diving, North Sectional 
champ Jen Busby became the first 
Andover state champ off the one 
meter board when she scored 432.85 
points. 

Completing the spectacular top 
three finish in the 500 were Caitlin 
Geary (5:09.07) and Lauren Harlow 
(5:16.46).

This may be the beginning of an 
Acton-like dynasty for the AHS swim- 
mers. 

Diver Krit Kearins was the only 
senior to score in the meet while all 
other points came from seven fresh- 
men, five sophomores and four 
juniors.

The rise of junior Jen Busby to the 
top of the state diving world has been 
rapid. 

Her first-place finish accounted 
for 16 of the 32 diving points that gave 
AHS an early lead in the State Meet. 

Kristen Elsmore contributed a 
fourth place with 395.80 points and 
Krit Kearins was eighth with 352.60 
points. 

Gretchen Fuhr finished barely out 
of scoring range, 14th overall with 
213.30 points. 

Andover was the only team in the 
State to qualify four divers and the 
only one to have three score. 

Busby started diving several 
years ago during the summer with 
the Indian Ridge Country Club team. 
This is her third season with the 
Lady Warriors and she does not 
belong to any outside teams. 

She also played soccer prior to 
high school and was a gymnast until 
a nasty spill off a backyard trampo- 
line tore apart her left elbow and cut 
short her gymnastics career. 

“Tve had surgery on the elbow 
three times. It doesn’t bother my div- 
ing but it’s stopped me from doing a 
few other things,” said Busby, flash- 
ing a pretty state championship 
smile. 

Busby isn’t exactly sure why her 
diving has improved by leaps and 
bounds recently. Or — if she knows 
— she isn’t talking. 


“Tve been a lot more consistent 
but that’s about it. Coach (Mary) 
Schissel is really good. She doesn’t 
make us do anything we're not ready 
for and she doesn’t pressure us.” 

Busby is also quick to point out 
that AHS diving mates Elsmore, 
Kearins and Fuhr are just as vital to 
the Lady Warriors’ success. 

During the regular season they 
took turns placing first in dual meets. 

“Tm pretty sure Jen is our first 
State diving champ,” said coach 
Schissel. “She started to emerge last 
year. She’s very focused and deter- 
mined. 

“Jen is definitely having fun when 
she’s practicing or competing — but 
she’s also serious about analyzing 
each part of every dive and dis- 
cussing it with me. She likes the feed- 
back. 

“She’s very athletic and knows 
her body and its limits,” continued 
Schissel. “She senses what she can 
and cannot do with a dive. 

“Jen also is great with little tips to 
the other divers. One of the best 
things about this group is the com- 
raderie. They’re all pulling for one 
another and Kristen, Krit and 
Gretchen have also done a fine job all 
season.” 

Schissel is not surprised that 
Busby nailed down the sectional and 
state titles. 

“Ever since I’ve known Jen she’s 
been this way. She’s more focused 
and comes on stronger at the end of 
the season. The bigger the meet the 
better she performs.” 

At the sectional and state meets 
all divers must perform six optional 
and five required dives, with the 
optional dives carrying differing 
degrees of difficulty. 
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“Technique is important to the 
judges,” said Busby. “It’s better to do 
a less difficult dive and do it perfectly 
than to try something that might be 
beyond your ability. 


“Coach Schissel and I get together 
to decide what dives I'll do, She 
always makes sure all of us are com- 
fortable with the ones we choose.” 

Busby’s 432.85 points were slightly 
below her winning sectional total of 
454.30. But the explanation is simple. 

“There are judges from both the 
north and south (parts of the state) 
and the scoring is always tougher at 
this meet,” said Busby. 

She was a little more than 10 
points better than runner-up Alisha 
Lee of Seekonk (422.50), while North 
runner-up Heather Brogan of Notre 
Dame Academy-Tyngsboro was a 
quarter-point behind Lee at 422.25. 

“I was nervous (about winning) 
because it was really close for first 
place — and my last dive wasn’t as 
good as I wanted it to be.”

Busby said there was a very good 
feeling about this Andover team 
before the season started. 

“We knew we had a lot of really 
strong swimmers. Last year we also 
had Caroline (state runner-up Crock- 
er) as our No. 1 diver.

I would the top three but we needed a 
fourth and Gretchen (Fuhr) stepped 
in.” 

Jen, at 16, is the youngest of three 
children. Older brother Rob, 20, was 
an ice hockey and baseball standout 
at AHS now attending Worcester 
Polytech and brother Matt, 18, is a 
senior at the high school. 

At the sectional and state meet the 
diving is always in the morning and 
the swim races in the afternoon. 

In both meets Busby, Elsmore, 
Kearins and Fuhr gave the Lady War- 
rior swimmers a huge lead going into 
the afternoon, piling up 38 points at 
sectionals and 32 at states. 

“The first thing we ask when we 
get off the bus at these meets is ‘how 
did the divers do?’ and it’s awesome 
to find out they scored so many 
points,” said Sally Brown. 

“We love the divers,” added Holy 
Boucher. “We go into the meet a little 
more relaxed and confident with 
their points already up on the board.” 

“It's a little extra motivation,” 
said Caitlin Geary. 

“They (Swimmers) wanted that 
same feeling at states they had at sec- 
tionals,” said coach Fitzgerald. “They

Before the winning 100 butterfly 
effort the swimmers had to wait a few 
extra minutes while meet officials 
tried to locate a missing timer. 

Connie meditated for a while, 
Staring at the starting board, and 
then showed her frustration at the 
delay by clenching her fists and look- 
ing a little exasperated. 

“I think it’s just nervous energy,” 
she said. “I really get nervous before 
every race — but I think it makes me 
swim better. 

“When the race is on and I can 
hear my teammates cheering, it psy- 
ches me up. It’s a team sport but it’s 
individual, too. No one can help you 
once you’re in the water. 

“I keep thinking how every point 
counts and that keeps me geared up. 
Everyone is depending on you and 
you want to do well,” said the record- 
setter. 

The only superstition Connie 
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admits to is her goggles must be fitted 
exactly the same way for every race. 

“I don’t like to have any superstitions 
because then — if you forget to do some- 
thing — you'll get all messed up thinking 
about it,” she explained.

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themselves — but for all the 
Andover swim teams to come,” said 
Fitzgerald.

serve 10 or 12 hors d’ouevres, during 
the holidays, you might want to look at 
having eight, with desserts.” 

Hors d’oeuvre parties are also 
highly recommended by Ms. Cohen.

Some newer items she suggests are 
french-fried artichoke hearts, 
Maryland crabcakes, smoked chicken 
quesadillas and a crab and wild 
mushroom cheesecake. 

“Some people love to try new 
things,” she said, citing guests ages 30 
to 60 as the most adventurous. 

Other considerations for the menu 
include decor. Do you want to serve a 
tomato sauce when all of the carpeting 
in your home is white? And consider 
who is attending. Skewers, for food 
such as kabobs or teriyaki meats, are 
reserved for informal gatherings, such 
a families or close friends. For an office 
party, Mrs. Cohen _ said _— she 
recommends steering clear of skewers, 
as they can get messy and people can 
feel uncomfortable.

1. Mix crabmeat, pimientos, bread crumbs, eggs, onion, garlic and 
oregano just until blended. Gently shape into 12 (2 1/2-inch) crab 
cakes. 


2. Heat oil in nonstick skillet. Cook crab cakes, in batches, for 2 to 3 


minutes per side or until lightly browned. Serve immediately with tartar 
sauce or cocktail sauce. 

Note: Crab cakes can be made ahead and refrigerated. Reheat in 
250°F oven for 3 to 5.minutes or until warm.

1. Cook and stir onions in margarine or butter in 
saucepan over medium-low heat for 10 minutes 
or until tender.

Armed with a few easy appetizer 
recipes, entertaining with style and 
sophistication becomes much less 
daunting. 

A review of several new appetizer 
cookbooks reveals there are a couple 
you might find pretty handy to have 
around in the coming months. In 
addition to great recipes with helpful 
photos, the authors also give tips on 
entertaining and tell you which parts 
of the recipes can be prepared ahead of 
time. 

“Hors D'Oeuvres” (DK Publishing, 
$19.95) by Eric Treuille and Victoria 
Blashford-Snell is a user-friendly book 
filled with photos of completed recipes, 
as well as step-by-step photos to help 
explain more intricate steps. 

The authors are seasoned cooking 
professionals who trained at Le Cordon 
Bleu in London. They also both work 
with Books for Cooks in Notting Hill, 
London, a combination bookstore, 
cooking school and restaurant. 

Among their recipes I tested, the 
Barbecued Tandoori Shrimp Sticks are 
easy and packed with flavor. I look 
forward to trying this Indian-style 
marinade with chicken, too. 

Cucumber Cups With Blue Cheese 
Mousse and Crisp Bacon are a 
delightful contrast of textures and 
flavors. The saltiness of the bacon and 
Roquefort cheese is balanced with the 
refreshing cucumber cups. If you have 


pastry-bag phobia, helpful photos show 
you just how to fill and handle a pastry 
bag so you can pipe rosettes like the 
pros. 

The husband-and-wife team of Hugh 
Carpenter and Teri Sandison have 
written yet another appealing 
cookbook, “Fast Appetizers” (Ten 
Speed Press, $17.95). 

Based in California’s Napa Valley, 
Carpenter is a writer and cooking- 
school teacher and Sandison is a food 
photographer. They have written 
several award-winning books, 
including “Pacific Flavors,” 
“Chopstix” and “Fusion Food 
Cookbook.” 

The delicious-looking photographs 
in this book make you want to dive 
right in and sample the foods. As the 
title promises, the appetizers are fast to 
make; there is even a chapter devoted 
to “Fast Appetizers from Everyday 
Pantry Items.” 

I used pre-shredded cheese in the 
Mexican Warm Cheese Dip and the hot 
dip was ready for serving in less than 
10 minutes. Try serving it with an 
assortment of tortilla chips. 

Prosciutto Cheese Wraps required a 
little more effort but still went together 
surprisingly easily. Bits of high-quality 
cheese are topped with pieces of 
roasted red pepper and a basil leaf. 
They are then wrapped with a strip of 
prosciutto and secured with a 
toothpick.
